. but Dean Inge has broken out 
igain! Delightful man; the Mencken 
of the British civilization! The 


Dean, restored probably by vacation, 
is at it in the London Standard, 
croaking as cheerfully and profitably 
as usual. He discusses universal 
education as “an essential part of 
the great experiment to which we are 
committed.” He says the costli 
ness of a gentleman's education in 
England to-day is resulting in the 
slow suicide of the whole middle 
class. He finds all the learned pro- 
tessions ove rcrowde d exce pt the 
ministry, and men in black coats 
worse off than skilled labor. He 
would have education related to what 
the pupils are going to do, a plan 
that is now being put into effect in 
the public schools of Chicago. He 
points out the difficulties of teaching 
religion, which, he says truly, “is 
caught rather than taught.” 

Then a week later he says that the 
two coming world powers that will 
develop in this century are the 
United States and the Latin Amer 
ican Re publics ; the only possible 
rival being Russia, against whieh he 
believes Austria and Germany will 
unite to prevent Western Europe 
from being overrun with Slavs. In 
these predictions the Dean seems to 
be getting back to “Tolstoi’s Vision, 
which has the world divided up into 
four great families, the Anglo- 
Saxons, the Latins, the Slavs and the 


Mongolians. 





YEOPLE continue to die and to 
be remarked upon in the papers. 
Wayne B. Wheeler, the Field Mar 
shal of the Drys, has lately passed 
on.
